The great issue on which tho elections 


will ba fought in the United States two 
rears hence will be that of the tariff1. 
It

paign ot 183-1. It must bo met, and will 
bo met—tho republicans taking the side 
of the protective system, while the dem- 
ocrats will be either against a tariil which 
will protect 
American industries, or 


will straddle tho question. 
All the 


nationaljplatformg of the democratic party 
iiave been against a protective tariff. 
JCho national democratic platform of 1S7G 
said tho tariff was "a masterpiece of in- 
justice, inequality and false pretense," 
and yet under the tariff tho American 
manufacturer and the American working- 
men have prospered far beyond those 
oZ any free trade period.

AsjrLAND, Ky., Nov. 1.—To-day has closed 


the saddest that ever dawned :n tho history of 
Ashland. Tho murderers, 
Craft and Neal, 


have added additional sorrow and snt!'eri:ig to 
this outraged people. Tiiis noon about twen- 
ty-five boys and men, some of whom wore in 
various stages of 
intoxication, seized tho 


switch engine of tho Ashland Coal & Iron 
railway and a coach belonging to the Scioto 
Valley road and wont to Catiottsburg after tho 
prisoners, very much against tho wishes and 
judgmcKt of the practical, sensible part of 
the community, who last night gave up all 
hope 
of 
getting 
the 
murderers 
away

soldiers, on

strength of tho latter and the superiority of 
their arms. No demonstrations woro made 
by tiio crowd, however, in Catlottsburg, and 
the soldiers succeeded in getting tho prisoners 
aboard tho steamer Granite State about H 
o'clock p. m. without offer of interruption 
being made. Tho crowd on the train, however, 
started back to Ashland, where they arrived 
ahead of tho boat, and about twenty boys ran 
down and seized tho ferryboat, put a pistol to 
tho captain's head, and commanded him to

the Granite State. Tho ferryboat is a slow 
tub, and their efforts, plainly fruitless tho

the escape of scalding steam was added to the 
rain of bullets, disabling the craft and making 
the ccmdition of the occupants truly pitiable. 
Their foolhardiucss meets with tho censure 
of the entire community, who probably would

felt any 
indignation 
towards 


the soldiers had they confined their unrelent- 
ing fire strictly toward tho ferryboat, which 
was tho only point of attack. 
Almost the en- 


tire town had assembled on top of tho river 
bank and in windows and balconies all along 
Iho river front from motives of curiosity, hav- 
ing hoard tho prisoners woro coming on tho 
liranito State. Tho soldiers, after punish. 


ing the 
ill-fated 
cuaft, 
directed 
thsir 


fire into the crowd assembled on the bank, 
literally fulfilling 
Gov. Blackburn's 
boast 


that ho would kill every man, woman and 
child of Boyd county, if necessary, to defend 
these murders. 
At the first fire of the soldiers 


the people on tho banks began to hunt cover 
from stray ballets, which move on their part 
sesmcd to draw tho attention of tho soldiers 
from tho ferry to them, with results that wero 
most disastrous; for, while thoro were (inly 
throe persons wounded ou tho ferry, the list of 
killed and wounded men, women, and children 
on tho bank and in houses is twenty-four in 
number. 
Col. llappart numbered among tho killed, was 
an old and highly respected citizen of 70 odd 
years, nnivcrsaliv loved and a favorite of both 
old and young. 
'He was father-in-law of Col. 


Douglass Putnam. Jr., superintendent of tho 
Ashland Coal & Iron Railway comnany, and 
well known in Marietta circles. Lasf year Gov. 
Blackburn and soldiers, en route to the York- 
town centennial, were tendered a reception 
by Col. and Mrs. Putnam. They little thought, 
while dispensing their hospitality, what sorrow 
those soldiers would bring to their household 
bv tho manifesto of Gov. Blackburn in his 
overzoalous endeavors to protect criminals and 
murderers. 


Mrs. Butler, numbered among tho wounded,

Whilo they cant much 


blame tho action of the soldiers against tho 
party on board tho ferry, yet they are highly 
indignant, and have just cause, at the action 
of tho soldiers in directing their fire into a 
crowd of defenseless ruen, women, and child- 
ren, and into stores and dwellings within 
range of their guns.

But as it passed tho honso of tho Eighteenth 
general assembly, it was in terms merely pro- 
hibitory of liqno'r as a bovcvago. 
In respects, 


therefore, therefore, tho requirements of ;ho 
constitution providing for the manner of its 
o^vn amendment has boon disregarded. 
Tho 


journals do not contain these, tho proper rec- 
ords, and tho name act had not passed both 
houses of two legislatures.

injections of morphia. 
Dr. Amidon cxpre.-ised 


the fear that tho widower's mind would be- 
come disordered through grief. He had been 
a most affectionate; husband and father. Dr. 
Amidon ropelled the idea that there wa.T any 
hereditary taint of insanity in the Amidon 
family. 


Tho inquest in tho case disclosed tlio fuels 


that Mrs. Segnin was very melancholy and 
queer, and before committing the act sent the 
nurse and hall boy out of the house on errands. 
She shot her children in the left temple mid 
herself in tho right. The jury returned a ver- 
dict that she murdered her children and killed 
herself whilo HUllVring from temporary aber- 
ration of mind.

Previous to 1855 a simple, plain card- 


board ticket was all that was in use 011 
American railroads, and tlieso wore used 
over and over again, the conductors pass- 
ing them back to tho ticket seller after, 
a trip, and only lost their usefulness with 
their shape and consistency. 
Those 


were palmy days for conductors, espe- 
cially if they happened to be unscrupu- 
lous and inclined to regulate their own' 
salaries, as too often they did, being 
human and infernally tempted. Com- 
pared with them, the present conductor 
is bound with chains. 
But already at 


the period alluded to above a better 
•ystwn had obtained 
upon English 


railroads, and in 1855 the Boston and 
Worcester Eallroad introduced numbered 
local tickets to American use. Previous 
to that time railroad tickets were riot an 
American production, either in their' 
stock or their printing; hut now it be- 
came necessary to niajce them articles of 
homo manufacture. We may bo very, 
sure that the presence of demand prove'cl 
marvelously stimulating to the Yankee 
desire to supply, and it was not long bo- 
fore Yankee printers were prepared to 
turn out everything required of them, 
and were in turn found leading the rail- 
roads in tho way they should go with re- 
spect to their ticket forms and devices 
as they have dono in some respects ever 
since. In 1864 the system of coupon 
numbered tickets was first proposed by 
tho Baltimore and Ohio management 
and great was the ridicule and contempt 
poured upon the suggestion by tho re- 
maining lines in tho country. Not oven 
the introduction of the umbrella was re- 
ceived with greater popular disfavorthan 
, was this innovation by the American 
railroads. It is hardly necessary to state, 
;howevcr, that the proposition, carried 
into immediate cdcct, became at once 
successful, and they who laughed the 
loudest and scorned the fiercest were the 
first to adopt in imitation. It is now 
eighteen years since that episode took 
place; and should consecutively num- 
bered railroad tickets now be withdrawn 
from business, or in some way their man- 
ufacture become impossible, either event 
alone would be sullicient to almost par- 
alyze travel upon our railroads.—Boston 
Herald.
